“ I would teach t lie child at its m otte's 
er’s knee.” said Mr. Ford, ‘‘what a 
horrible, wasteful and unavailing thing 
war is. In the home and in the schools 
of the world 1 would see the child 
taught ti> feel the uselessness of war, 
that war is a thine; unnecessary, that 
preparation for war can end only in 
war. 
“ I have prospered much, and I am 
ready to give much to end this con­ 
stant, wasteful ‘preparation’—not by 
building peace, not by inspiring fear­ 
ful peace by powerful armament, but^ 
by teaching the men, women and chil­ 
dren of America that war does not. 
threaten us. that war will not reach 
us, and that the fullness of peace is 
their inheritance, not the burden of 
militarism.

“ The United States has spent more 
than a billion dollars on a navy and 
army that were to cope with an inva­ 
sion that never occurred and never 
will occur. 
And yet the very ‘war ex­ 
perts’ who are responsible for that bur­ 
densome army and navy admit that 
our army and navy would never hav»v 
been able to meet with any hope of V 
success those of other so called pow­ 
ers.” 
“ I could today make vast sums from 
warfare if I so chose, but it would be 
better to die a pauper than that any- w * 
thing I have helped to make or that ' 
any thought, word or act of mine 
should be used for the furtherance of 
this slaughter. 
“ I know of nothing to which I would 
rather give my life, nothing that would 
give me a more certain feeling that I 
was doing a man’s work, nothing that 
would make me feel more content 
the knowledge that I had done a g reat^ 
duty that had been placed before ma, 
than to use that which I have to he\p 
bring to an end 0.000 years of this un­ 
justified hatred, ruthless waste, de­ 
struction and murder.”

Increasing Cost of Government. 
The cen su s bureau has recently 
issued a bulletin sh o w in g the in­ 
creased cost of government, nat­ 
ional, sta te, county and municipal, 
during the decade 1903-1913. 
In the period covered bv the cen­ 
sus report, the revenues of the 
federal government increased 45 
per ce;it, while the expenditures 
increased 55.4 per c e n t . St ate gov­ 
ernments, notwithstanding the in­ 
crease of 94.3 per cent in revenues 
were unable to keep pace with the 
growth in expenditures for govern 
mental cost, which was 105.9 per 
cent. 
Nor did 
county 
govern­ 
mental cost lag. W ith an increase 
of revenues of Ho.8 per cent, their 
expenditures grew 95.2 per cent. 
Municipalities, including towns of 
eight thousand population and ov­ 
er, increased their revenues 98.3 
per e(*nt. 
The federal government in 1913 
was the only one where revenues 
were not less than expenditures. 
It had a surplus of about $1,000,- 
000, or one-tenth of one per cent of 


the revenues. 
The states had a 
deficit of $15,000,000 or four per 
cent of the revenues, the counties 
were in a similar hole, while the 
cities and towns staggered under a 
de ficit of $129,000,000, or thirteen 
per cent of the revenues. 
Federal government costs seven 
per cent of the total, state govern­ 
ment thirteen per 
cent, 
county 
government twenty-three per cent 
and city and town government (ov­ 
er eight thousand population) ov­ 
er thirty-one per cent.
